Committee to Talk Up Question
and Exainine Affidavits.Re-

vonre the Sealcd Trunk.

The prlmary election matter, arislng
out of Mr. John A. So.lph's request for aro-

vcoimt at First Jcffcrsnn, was ln statu

'quo up to lnst nlght, the day havlng re-

/venled no now tlevelopments.
Mr. Selph was out of the clty, and eon-

isequenUy had secured no more afnidaylts,
'thoug-h ho expects to resumo wofk on

thls line b>-day, and will prosecuto lt, in

company wlth hls notnry, up to to-mor¬

row aftertioon. Tho commltteo wlll meet
at Murphy's Hotel to-morrow nlght, and
take up tho question for further action.
A large attendanco is expected, ns thoro

Ib much intorost in tho case. At 2:30-
to-morrow afternoon. Chairrnan Dohorty.
accompanied b.v a sub-commlttce, will
got the trunk eonUiinlng all the election
books nnd papers from the Vlrglnla
Trust Company and take lt to Murphy's
and guard It until the meeting is called
to order.
The trunk is securoly soalod in threo

places, besidos being looked, and was do-

postted with the Virginia Trust Compnny
immediatoly after the election.

No Heavy Task.
lt ls not known thnt tho trunk will be(

oponed. Thls wlll depend upon whethor
the commlttoo clecldes that Mr. Selph's
evidence ls sufilclent to warrant a re¬

count.
If a recount Is hnd the task wlll not bo

a heavy one, ns there were only about
10. votes polled In the dlstricl.
Mr XX. O. Gatos, who was the noxt

ennd'idnte abovo Mr. Selph, said last nlght
that h_ liad had no formal notlco nf a

desire for a recount frnm any ono. Tlils
was ln answer to a quostlon byn Times-
Dispatch reportor as Mr. Gatses Is

taklng no nnrt in Ihe contest. Wlllle tho
plan hns not boen st_"ctly oomplled wlth
ln thls regard. yet.-*' It can ho show.li
Ihat any one Is enlltled to a recount. t

Is belloved tho commltteo wlll wnivo llils
technlcal non-compliance and go Into tho
mntter. The books nf Third .elTerson
bnv-e heen exnminod. but thoy do not
throw any llght on the subject. as they
onlv show whlch of those who aro rogis-
tered voted In the recent prlmnry and not

for whom they voted. The books show
the names of some persons wlio are sald

to be dead nnd nlhors who have removed
from the ward. but this Is regarded as an

overslght on the part of the former rogis-
trar in falllne to strlke them off.

Ono of

the cars was Inadod wlth crates.of beer,
and II ls said that one man secured
enough ice to stock hlm for tho entire

summer. The beer, however. wns storert

away ln some place of safe keeplng. and

most of It ls probably Intnot.
No ono was Injured ln the wreck. 1 he

damage wlll probably amount to about

$15,000 or .20,000.
